DX Notes: 
If you read my ramblings each month, you have probably noted that much of the DX News I put into each DX 
News and Notes comes from three sources; the ARRL DX Bulletins, the 425 DX News, and the Ohio-Penn DX 
Newsletter. These are among the best resources for up to date information on upcoming DX operations and 


DXpeditions. Published weekly, each of these bulletins, while providing the essentials for each operation they 
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list contain minimum detail and most often little if any background information, either on the operators or the 
location. There are other online sources that, although less than well known, do provide additional information 
on many of the same DX operations. One of these is the DX World site at located at www.dxworld.net . In 
addition to the same essential information carried by the three previously mentioned DX bulletins, DX World 
provides more detail of the various operations as well as background information about the remote location and 
the operators. And for those who chase islands through the IOTA program, there is a wealth of information 
regarding those types of operations as well. All in all it is a well organized site and the information is updated 
daily. 

Recently the ARRL released a new version of the TQSL tool used to upload logs to the LoTW (ver 1.14.1). The 
new version offers the same functionality but also adds new features such as automatic log uploading to LoTW 
from within the TQSL application. Also, elimination of duplicate uploads on a QSO by QSO basis, automatic 
checking of the ITU and CQ zone data, and automatic update checking. If you are a user of LoTW, it will be 
well worth your while to down load and install this new version. Full instructions for updating are available on 


the ARRL site at: http://www.arrl.org/files/file/LoTW%20Instructions/ 
Upgrading%20to%20TQSL%201 14 1I.pdf.

The radio airwaves were filled with the Hannibal ARC’s callsigns WOKEM and WOMTL this weekend during the annual 
ARRL Field Day event. Operating from Huckleberry Park, fourteen club members and guests made 798 QSOs with stations 
in 48 U.S. states (missing only Rhode Island and Nevada), 8 Canadian provinces, and England. Operating in the 2A two 
transmitter category, the club had stations running CW, Phone, and digital PSK31 modes. 


Thanks to Larry WB2UFO, who again coached the GOTA station. One of the highlights was 12-year old Trevor Attey who 
made a QSO under the guidance of WB2UFO. Trevor is the grandson of Bob Sapp KB9ZEP, who brought him to Field Day. 
Other GOTA participants included Steve KDOUVU and Ann KB9BAL, who each made more than 20 QSOs and earned 
bonus points for the club. 


Preliminary totals showed 390 CW QSOs (780 points), 73 Digital QSOs (146 points), and 335 Phone QSOs (335 points), 
with 798 total contacts, and a claimed score of 2,522. In addition, the club claimed 950 bonus points for 100% 
Emergency power, Media Publicity, Set-up in a Public Place, Information Booth, NTS message to ARRL SM, W1AW Field 
Day Message, Natural power QSOs, Youth Participation, GOTA Bonus, and Web Field Day entry submission. 


Special thanks goes to the setup and tear down crew, KDOHHN, KOCA, WB2UFO, NOZOF, KODFW, and KDOUVU, who did 
an outstanding job putting up antennas and setting up equipment. Although KBOWIL had to be out of town, he arranged 
to bring a lot of the club’s equipment to the Field Day site. Thanks to Steve St. Clair KDOUVU for bringing the generators 
from the Marion County Health Department. The club appreciates the support of the Health Department agency. And 
thanks to the City of Hannibal Parks and Recreation Department, who set up a tent for us, and furnished tables and 
chairs. We also thank WB2UFO for bringing his solar panels and helping the club earn the Natural power bonus points. 
And kudos to NOZOF for bringing his digital station in a box and making the PSK31 QSOs. Special thanks to the overnight 
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crew, including WB2UFO, KODFW, WBONWU, and NOZOF. Other club members and guests who participated in this year’s 
Field Day included WBONWU, WOICY, WOPGL, WOAJD, WBOWAP, KCOHYY, KB9LRQ and KB9ZEP. In addition to the radio 
contacts, there were also lots of enjoyable, eyeball QSOs over the weekend. Kim brought our two and a half year old 
granddaughter, Ainsley, (daughter of Todd WOCTA). Grandpa Cliff let her listen to CW — nothing like getting them started 
early! But she soon decided that the swing set and playground equipment was more fun! 


Food and snacks kept the operators going, including homemade chicken noodle soup and grapes, courtesy of KBOBAL. 
There was also homemade cookies, banana nut bread, lemonade, and KBOWIL’s raspberry tea. Thanks to Ann and others 
who brought food and drinks. 


Thanks to club President Don KDOHHN, for the publicity. He had a great interview with the Hannibal Courier-Post, which 
made the headline article on the front page of Saturday’s newspaper. We had a number of visitors, including several who 
expressed interest in becoming a ham. 


The weather, typical for Field Day, was hot and humid during the days. But it was beautiful Saturday night and early 
Sunday morning with cooler temperatures in the 70’s and breezy. There were just a few sprinkles as we were setting up 
Saturday morning. A band of thunderstorms with heavy rain and wind moved into Hannibal as many of us were making 
our way home to unload equipment Sunday afternoon. Mother Nature cooperated by holding off the storms until Field 
Day was over! 


Thanks to everyone who helped with Field Day again this year. Another successful Field Day is in the log! Speaking of 
logs, | uploaded the WOKEM and WOM'TL Field Day logs to ARRL’s Logbook of the World (LoTW). As of Sunday night, just 
hours after the end of the, we already have a number of QSL records or matches from other stations who have also 
uploaded their logs — 22 QSLs on CW, 2 on SSB, 2 on PSK31! It’s amazing how quickly we have QSLs on LoTW!
